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Ethics 

Ever since man developed social conscience 
he has attempted to define ethics. Webster defines 
ethics “of or relating to moral action, motive or 
character” . . . and “according to professional 
standards.” 

There is a tragic paradox characterizing our 
times . . . our brainpower, scientific knowledge, 
technical efficiency on the one hand, and, on the 
other, the worst record of cruelty and brutality. 
The primitive and illiterate are no menace to 
mankind. The most serious crimes against civili- 
zation are committed only by the educated and 
technically competent. The population of all the 
big powers enjoy the most comprehensive and 
intensive public education in history. This does 
not prevent mad destruction or breach of ethics. 
We can derive little comfort from reflecting upon 
the competence of education and catastrophe. This 
is not to demean education or downgrade the 
value of it; rather, suggest that there is another 
dimension in the nature of men, hence the rise of 
ethics—which is outside the providence of the 
laboratory which, if neglected, can be our peril. 

Our struggle is not against ignorance, but 
against the amorality of the shrewd and those 
who are willing to prostitute the concept of per¬ 
sonal service at the expense of those men and 
women who have a true dedication to serve man¬ 
kind. 

From time to time we read newspaper stories 
of men and women in the profession of optometry 
and in other health professions whose service and 
work is newsworthy, but whose ethics dictate that 
they request their names be withheld from the 
news story. It is reassuring to know that their 
anonymity does not last because part of the na¬ 
ture ‘of ethics has a subtle way of revealing the 
services of the dedicated. If this were not so, the 
civilized practice of the professions would have 
long gone by the board. A respected professional 
man is respected not because he pays for adver¬ 
tising, but because he earns respect and a reputa¬ 
tion so great that it cannot be calibrated in dollars 
nor built on gaudy advertising. 


The Case Of The Egg-Shaped Cirele

optometrist’s office for an examination. The doctor found 
that his patient had a fairly high astigmatic correction at 
an oblique axis: or in more understandable terms, when he 
looked at a perfect circle, it looked egg-shaped and tilted.

"Aha, the mystery is solved” crept over the TV repairman’s 
face as he explained that their sets were out of adjustment 
just after he had completed repairs. Equipped with glasses 
to correct the condition, he obligingly returned to his cus¬ 
tomers and corrected his work.

Committee To Look 
At Small Print 
On lid. Machines 

A committee is taking a 
look at the small print on 
voting machines in Maryland, 
according to Dr. Bernard Sal- 
tysiak, president, Maryland 
Optometric Association. The 
committee will study what 
kind of type faces might be 
recommended, whether a 
magnifying glass ought to be 
available to voters, or just 
what steps can be taken to 
ease the embarrassment of 
persons with vision problems, 
when they go to the polls. 

Dr. Saltysiak said it is 
agonizing for many voters, 
especially those who wear bi¬ 
focals, to read the tiny print, 
particularly in which ques¬ 
tions are explained. Named to 
study the problem are Drs. 
Daniel Chasson, Baltimore; 
Sheldon Keyser, Towson ; 
and, Sigmund Spritz, Dun- 
calk. The committee will 
make recommendations to 
election officials. 

A story of the committee’s 
appointment was carried by 
the Baltimore Sun soon after 
the November election.

Editor's Note: The last, issue of the News 
(Oct.) carried a story relative to hypnosis 
and contact lenses. The story, referring to 
a paper by Watkins Pattie, did not brilig 
to light all of the developments since the 
paper was prepared in 1958. We are in¬ 
debted to a New York reader for the fol¬ 
lowing information. 

“Last year in a pilot re- 
search project, Strosberg 
and Vies discovered physi¬ 
ological changes in the eye 
while the patient was in hyp¬ 
notic trance. This was report¬ 
ed in papers published in the 
Journal of Clinical Hypnosis 
and in the American Journal 
of Optometry and Archives 
of the American Academy of 
Optometry. 

One of the 7 changes re¬ 
ported on was, that the Kera- 
tometric readings change 
while the patient is in trance. 
This would then contraindi¬ 
cate Pattie’s suggested use of 
hypnosis “Before the eye ex¬ 
amination at which the pre¬ 
scription is determined and 
again at the initial fitting.” 
Our research now reveals 
that a faulty set of Kerato- 
metric readings may result 
(from light trance). 

This past year, it has been 
our practice to take at least 
2 readings on each patient. 
One at the time of the first 
visit, and again 2 or 3 days 
later. This was done on each 
patient whether hypnosis 
was used in any form or not. 


We have found changes from 
0.12 diopters to as much as 
1.00 diopters in amount, of 
primary and secondary read¬ 
ings, and also changes in the 
axes. One case in particular, 
showed a change from -0.50 
x90 to -0.50 xl80. This might 
well account for the difficul¬ 
ty practitioner's find in their 
fittings. 

The basis for our thinking 
is based on the knowledge 
that many patients come in 
for the initial visit already in 
a light trance. When indoc¬ 
trination and the fears of the 
first visit are over, they then 
show a better K reading on 
which to base the final lens 
design. Where hypnotic 
trance is used on any patient, 
trial lenses near the approxi¬ 
mate K reading are used, but 
may or may not be the final 
prescription. 

We are at present at work 
on a statistical analysis of a 
large group of patients and 
when the data has been as¬ 
sembled, a paper on the sub¬ 
ject will be written. 

May I add one other com¬ 
ment—there are at present 
many Optometrists through¬ 
out the country who are 
; qualified hypnot herapists. 
Also, there is at least one col¬ 
lege of Optometry that gives 
courses in clinical hypnosis.”

Trend Reversed 

Much has been written in the past few years 
pertaining to student recruitment in the health 
profession fields. It is true that optometry has ex¬ 
perienced a serious decline in freshmen enrollment 
since the post war years. In 1958 there were only 
368 students enrolled in the freshmen student 
classes in all schools of optometry. It was in 1959 
that Dr. DeVere, then President of AOA, gave top 
priority to student recruitment and the Vocational 
Guidance Committee undertook to devise a plan 
of student recruitment. The plan emerged in 1960 
known as Operation Manpower and President 
Schiller gave his full support to the program. In 
1961 Dr. Frantz was elected President, and with 
the full support of AOA the Operation Manpower 
program expanded. When Dr. Ewalt w r as elected 
President, he stated that recruitment of freshmen 
students was top priority. 

The results of work accomplished in the past 
three years has been most beneficial. The first 
year that Operation Manpower was in limited op¬ 
eration the downward trend of freshmen student 
enrollment was not only stopped, but reversed, in 
that year there was an increase of 39 students 
over the previous year. 

This year there has been an increase of 59 
students over the last year’s enrollment. These 
figures are not large, but are highly significant in 
that other health fields are having a declining en¬ 
rollment and that Operation Manpower has not 
been in full operation. 

The reason that the program has not been in 
full operation is: it is a new program and the Vo¬ 
cational Guidance Committee under the chairman¬ 
ship of Dr. Waldman has wanted to do pilot tests 
on the program to be certain of its validity. Sec¬ 
ondly, the expansion of the program has been 
limited by finances. 

It is the intent of the Vocational Guidance 
Committee to expand its program in the near fu¬ 
ture by the solicitation of funds from the ophthal¬ 
mic industry. Dr. Waldman has stated that he and 
his committee are confident that with Operation 
Manpower program operating at full force for a 
five-year period, the quality and quantity of op¬ 
tometrists will be greatly increased. While this is 
the main objective of Operation Manpower, the 
public in general will be more aware of the quali¬ 
fications of optometrists.

Dr. Connolly 
Named Consultant 

Dr. Paul L. Connolly of 
Royal Oak, Mich., has been 
appointed Visual Consultant 
to Donnelly Mirrors, Inc. of 
Holland, Mich. The Donnelly 
firm manufactures 75 per 
cent of the new car mirrors 
in the automobile industry. 
In addition to manufacturing 
standard mirrors, they pos¬ 
sess their own coating plants 
for absorptive mirrors and 
are the leaders in the manu¬ 
facturing of prismatic day- 
night mirrors. Aircraft cock¬ 
pit and instrument lighting 
and other fields are incorpo¬ 
rated in their scope of manu¬ 
facture. 

Since the first of the year, 
Dr. Connolly has set up a 
program for rear vision mir¬ 
ror design based upon the 
physiological and perceptual 
capabilities of the visual 
mechanism. A program of in¬ 
vestigation of driver behavior 
and characteristics on all 
types of highway has been 
made by cinephotography 
from electric cameras mount¬ 
ed in a research car. These 
studies have shown the inad¬ 
equacy of present day rear 
vision mirror design and 
placement as exemplified by 
the head and eye movements 
that are necessary for a driv¬ 
er to make to operate his ve¬ 
hicle successfully. These head 
and eye movements remove 
his eyes from the line of trav¬ 
el ahead more than safety al¬ 
lows for the high traffic den 
sities and speeds that are 
traveled today on express¬ 
ways and turnpikes. 

Dr. Connolly and the de¬ 
velopmental engineers of the 
Donnelly Corporation were 
asked to present a paper 
“Physiological and Percep¬ 
tual Capabilities of the Visu¬ 
al Mechanism” to the Society 
of Automotive Engineers in 
Detroit. Dr. Connolly is a 
graduate of the Pennsylvania 
State College of Optometry 
and is a member of the Mich¬ 
igan Optometric Association, 
The American Optometric 
Association and the American 
Academy of Optometry. He 
lectures on driving and vis¬ 
ion frequently and his last 
paper “Recent Developments 
of Automotive Lighting” was 
published in the August, 1962 
issue of the Journal of the 
American Academy of Op¬ 
tometry.
